THE WEAKNESS OF DEALER ADVER¬ 
TISING IN THE BOOK-TRADE .. 

As every advertiser knows, there is—or 
should be—a difference between advertising 
copy aimed at the consumer and copy aimed 
at the dealer. The former tells what an article 

is, how it differs from competing articles, 
what people say about it, and why the pros¬ 
pective buyer should have it. Dealer copy, 
however, should not only tell this but in ad¬ 
dition should “sell” the dealer on the, to him, 
even more important questions: why it is 
worth the dealer’s while to stock the article 
and what people in his community will want 

it. A recent issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post contained an article on selling on the 
road in which an instance was cited of a 
salesman’s going into a new and highly com¬ 
petitive territory and making good on the 
following fundamentally sound dealer appeal : 
“I realize that I am offering you a new article 
and that mine is only one among hundreds of 
articles which you carry, but I believe in this 
article for such and such reasons and I be¬ 
lieve you can sell it for the following reasons. 

. . . My future standing in this city depends on 
my dealing fairly by you now and I am there¬ 
fore in the position of your partner in advising 
this investment.” This is essentially the at¬ 
tack of trade paper copy, for advertisements 
in a trade paper are nothing more or less than 
salesmen who visit dealers fifty-two times each 
year and go with them thru their stock of the 
article advertised—that is, they do if they are 
good dealer copy! 

It is of interest in this connection to thumb 
the current file of the Publishers’ Weekly. 
Surely books, if anything, offer an opportunity 
for direct and varied dealer talk! And yet, 
judged from this angle, well over half the 
advertising in our columns fails to return its 
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full value. Fully two-thirds of it makes no 
pretense at making a special dealer appeal— 
it is nothing but consumer copy off the same 
spool as the copy for the daily press. 

It is, perhaps, difficult for the publisher, 
whose own books bulk so large to him in 
the literary output of the year, to realize that 
after all many of his fondest offerings are 
to the retailer—the man to whom he looks 
for his sales outlet—little more than names. 
Thus the description of “The Syrian Christ” 
by Abraham Mitrie Rihbany as “of unusual 
significance,” “a study and interpretation of 
Jesus Christ by a Syrian,” leaves, or is apt 
to leave, the busy dealer in the midst of a 
busy season fairly cold, tho as a fact it well 
merits the first phrase. At best an appeal of 
this sort will have to be reiterated a large 
number of times before it will get the results 
of some such line of approach as the follow¬ 
ing: “This book, Mr. Bookseller, is by one of 
America’s most prominent Unitarian minis¬ 
ters. It will pay you therefore to call it especi¬ 
ally to the attention of the members of the 
Unitarian church in your community. We have 
prepared special circulars written from this 
particular angle of appeal which will be sent 
you upon request. It will also sell to other 
ministers, to social workers, to all Sunday 
School teachers and workers, to those who 
have purchased Bibles of you, [etc.,] because 
it supplements the Bible and all commentaries 
on the Bible in its authentic interpretation of 
the native Syrian background of the Bible 
story,” 

“Or take a book like John Muir’s just pub¬ 
lished “Thousand Mile Walk to the Gulf”; 
suppose the trade advertising copy on this 
book, instead of stopping with the statement 
that “John Muir’s journal of his tramp from 
Indiana to Florida in 1867 and of his trip thence 
to Cuba and finally to California will be warm¬ 
ly welcomed, because it is interesting in itself 
as well as for the light it throws on the de¬ 
velopment of the great naturalist’s aims,” leav¬ 
ing the publishers probably to circularize the 
membership of the Appalachian. Mountain Club 
and other walking and mountaineering organ¬ 
izations by whom the book is especially likely 
to be “warmly welcomed,” suppose the pub¬ 
lishers had pointed out to the trade that among 
many other bodies and classes of readers this 
book would interest especially the members of 
the American Alpine Club, the American Geo¬ 
graphical Society, the Appalachian Mountain 
Club, the Colorado Mountain Club, the Geo- 
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graphic Society of Chicago, Boy Scout leaders, 
local members of natural history societies, not 
to speak of the innumerable readers of the 
National Geographic Magazine, etc., etc., 
and that they would supply the trade with 
special circulars with which to reach 
these buyers. The same line of attack 
could be incorporated into the trade advertise¬ 
ments of nearly every non-fiction book pub¬ 
lished. It is not that we advocate the omission 
of general descriptive matter from dealer ad¬ 
vertisements, but we do urge that the incor¬ 
poration of direct dealer appeal is essential if 
full efficiency is to be gained from Publish¬ 
ers' Weekly advertisements. There are scores 
of mediums, such as our own Book Review, 
thru which to advertise books to the individual 
ultimate consumer: the Publishers’ Weekly, 
except for its library clientele, is not one of 
them. Its field is no less important but it is 
distinctly different. 

In the case of fiction it is generally more 
difficult to tell why people will buy one book 
rather than another and consequently why 
the dealer should stock it, but even here there 
is room for more direct dealer appeal than 
frequently appears in our advertising pages. 
Bold-face announcements that a book is 
“sweet as cherry blossoms,” ‘‘a modern ‘Quo 
Vadis’,” or “the biggest novel of a decade” 
—right enough for consumer copy perhaps 
(altho we doubt it!)—doesn’t hit the book¬ 
seller in the pocket as hard as the announce¬ 
ment that “this book will sell to the same 
people who bought ‘Pollyanna’ and ‘Michael 
O’Halloran’ ”—recent big money-makers for 
him—or “a book which makes substantially 
the same appeal as ‘The Harbor’ and which 
altho by a new author we think enough of 
to risk a first printing of 10,000 copies.” Or, 
in addition to advertising “The Spinster” as 
“the story of a nineteenth century girl who 
finds her place in the twentieth century,” tell 
the dealer that the book will sell especially to 
his feminist patrons, to suffragists, to unmar¬ 
ried wage-earning women, to anti-vivisection- 
ists, to people of New England extraction, to 
people interested in socialism, etc. 

Some day we may reach a sufficient state 
of trade frankness and t co-operation for the 
publisher to tell his sales partner, the 
retailer, before asking him to risk money on 
a “cat in a bag,” just how much faith he, the 
publisher, has in a book in terms of copies 
printed before publication. If anybody knows, 
or is prepared to guess, at a book’s possibili¬ 
ties, it is the publisher, and greater frankness 


in this regard would go far toward vitalizing 
a publisher’s trade advertising copy. One of 
the Book Supply Company’s strongest appeals 
to the trade in the case of the Harold Bell 
Wright books is the cold figure statements of 
copies of previous books sold and copies 
printed of the new book before publication. 
The trade is almost hypnotized by such argu¬ 
ment. 

The easy answer to a plea for such sugges¬ 
tive advertising is that the booksellers would 
not adopt such sales “leads” even if the pub¬ 
lisher offered them, that, in fact, such sug¬ 
gestions in the past have not met with any 
particular response. This is in part true but 
it is also true that the average retailer has 
not in the past been accustomed to find so 
many definite sales tips in his trade advertise¬ 
ments that he has come to look there for 
them: when he does, the readiness to follow 
them up will inevitably follow. 


With white paper selling as “waste” at be¬ 
tween two or three cents a pound, this would 
seem to be the time for publishers to scrap 
sheet stock of old “has beens” which they 
are carrying in their own or their binders’ 
warehouses. It is hard for the manufacturing 
man to admit to the man higher up that he 
has “over-manufactured”; there persists a hope 
that something may happen to start a boom 
and clear out a few of those cobwebby sheets, 
so he carries them along from year to year 
in his inventories. But with the present op¬ 
portunity to realize on their old paper con¬ 
tent—an opportunity which may not last many 
months longer—it would certainly seem the 
wiser policy to write a number of the more 
flagrant offenders off the books. 


COPYRIGHT AND MORALS 
The protection of copyright cannot be 
claimed for works which are libellous, blas¬ 
phemous, immoral or fraudulent. Like other 
legal concepts, says Richard C. De Wolf in 
the Bulletin of the Authors’ League of 
America, the meaning of these terms, as ap¬ 
plied by the courts, is likely to change from 
time to time. One hundred years ago the 
British Chancellor, Lord Eldon, refused to 
issue an injunction to prevent the piratical 
republication of Byron’s “Cain,” because it 
was supposed to cast doubts upon the truth of 
Christianity. To-day its scepticism and rebel¬ 
liousness are comparatively trite. Fifty years 
ago a United States Court refused to sustain 
the copyright in “The Black Crook,” a cele¬ 
brated burlesque, because of its immorality. 
At the present time it would scarcely create 
a ripple of excitement on Broadway. Five 
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years later it was seriously maintained that 
there could be no protection at common law 
in the State of Massachusetts for an unpub¬ 
lished play because of the essential immorality 
of all stage productions. Judge Hoar treated 
the contention with rather more respect than 
it would be likely to receive now, but dis¬ 
missed it with a few sensible words of com¬ 
ment which remain applicable to all arguments 
of the kind. “Courts will not interfere,” he 
said, “to vindicate the claims of any party 
to the exclusive enjoyment or disposal of an 
immoral or licentious production; but the par¬ 
ticular application once made of this rule of 
the common law, in conformity with the 
peculiar opinions,; sentiments or prejudices 
of one generation of men, will not control its 
application in a state of society where differ¬ 
ent views prevail. If our ancestors prohibited 
all scenic exhibitions, it was because they re¬ 
garded them as immoral and pernicious. If 
we do not so regard them, the reason ceasing, 
the rule ceases with it.” 

In the United States we have no cases re¬ 
ported in which copyright has been denied or 
opposed on the ground of the libellous, sedi¬ 
tious or blasphemous character of the matter 
involved, but we have several cases in which 
immorality, in the narrower sense of the 
term, has been held a reason for refusing to 
protect the work which showed it. 

The earliest of these cases is Martinetti vs. 
Maguire, “The Black Crook” case above men¬ 
tioned. Possibly some ancient graybeards may 
still remember “The Black Crook,” in its day 
esteemed the limit in the way of sinful seduc¬ 
tiveness. It was a spectacular burlesque. Its 
lines did not amount to anything and the cul¬ 
minating scene, consisted chiefly, to quote 
from a witness at the trial, “of women lying 
around loose.” For the merit (and the profit) 
of having composed this objectionable show 
Maguire and Martinetti contended in a suit 
brought in the United States Court in San 
Francisco in 1867. The court would not allow 
Martinetti the injunction he desired because 
he did not prove that he owned the piece and 
would not allow Maguire his injunction, first, 
because the piece was a mere arrangement of 
scenic effects, not a dramatic composition, and, 
second, because it was immoral and indecent. 
Scrutton, an English authority on copyright, 
observes of this decision that “the learned 
judge’s morality appears to have overcome 
his grasp of the general law.” 

The next case in which the question of 
immorality arose (Broder vs. Zeno Mauvais 
Music Co., 1898) has two curious points of 
coincidence with the last one. It was tried in 
the same court in San Francisco and involved 
the same dispute as to authorship. Bert 
Williams, the prince of negro entertainers, 
then just emerging from obscurity, had made 
a hit with a song called “Dora Dean,” which 
another negro comedian, Charles Sydney 
O’Brien, was accused of having pirated in his 
song “Ma Angeline.” The parties to the in¬ 
fringement suit were the respective publishers. 
It was found that Williams was the original 
composer of the song, but the court refused 


to protect the music because the words were 
indecent—or rather because one indecent word 
was used in the song. Much evidence was 
introduced pro and con regarding the meaning 
of this word, but it was finally decided “that 
the word ‘hottest’ as used in the chorus of 
the song ‘Dora Dean’ has an indelicate and 
vulgar meaning, and that for that reason the 
song cannot be protected by copyright.” The 
The song was a popular one of its kind, 
tho now long forgotten. Clifford and Huth 
used to sing it. The first two lines of the 
chorus ran thus: 

“Oh! have you ever seen my Dora Dean, 

She is the hottest thing you ever seen"; 

With due respect to the court, without sug¬ 
gesting that Mr. Justice Scrutton’s remark 
above quoted would be applicable to this 
case, and with a sense that one is treading 
on dangerous ground in the discussion of 
such matters,' one can hardly see much harm 
in these lines to-day. Have we grown less 
particular during the years that have passed 
since the Spanish War? . 

In 1903 the case of Barnes vs. Miner was 
tried in New York. Hattie Delaro Barnes 
had been presenting a quick-change act with 
a novel feature in the shape of kinetoscope 
pictures thrown upon a screen during her 
temporary absences from the stage, showing 
her making the changes in the dressing room. 
In one change she gave an impersonation of 
Anna Held. There were a few lines of in¬ 
troductory dialog which might be called mildly 
suggestive, between the impersonator and her 
maid. Little Adolf Zink, of “Lilliputian” 
fame, adopted the kinetoscope idea in an act 
of his own, but did not copy the Barnes pic¬ 
tures, dialog nor impersonations. The court; 
however, held not merely that there was no 
infringement, but that the complainant’s act 
was not a dramatic composition within the 
meaning of the copyright law, basing this con¬ 
clusion largely on the immoral and indecent 
character of the piece and on the authority of 
Martinetti vs. Maguire, and saying: “Society 
may tolerate, and even patronize, such ex¬ 
hibitions, but Congress has no constitutional 
authority to enact a law that will copyright 
them and the courts will degrade themselves 
when they recognize them as entitled to the 
protection of the law.” Here again, one thinks 
of the enthusiasm with which we have flocked 
to the Russian Ballet, and feels like saying: 
“Are we really as bad as all that?” 

It is not necessary to defend the silly 
salaciousness of many cheap burlesques, vul¬ 
gar cabaret shows and bad motion-pictures, 
but when the next attempt is made in a copy¬ 
right case to excuse the dinginess of the 
pot by the smuttiness of the kettle, will not 
the court take a somewhat more liberal view 
than is expressed in the language of the 
opinions to which reference has been made? 
At any rate it seems a fair question whether 
immorality, real or fancied, in the subject 
matter should be allowed as an excuse to an 
infringer of copyright. It comes pretty near 
allowing him to defend by setting up his own 
wrong. He is saying, in effect: You have no

right to circulate or perform this work be¬ 
cause of its immorality, therefore, you can¬ 
not stop me from circulating or performing 
it. And the outcome is as illogical as the 
argument. In 1817 an English court refused 
to forbid the piratical publication of Southey's 
“Wat Tyler” because of its supposed seditious 
character. The result, we are told, was that 
thousands of copies were sold at a penny 
apiece.

POSTAL NOTES 

PROPOSED NEW LEGISLATION 

Mr. Fitzgerald has introduced into the 
House a bill (H. R. 17815) providing for a 
reduction on parcel post rates for all food¬ 
stuffs. The bill provides: 

That all farm products, articles of food, and manu¬ 
factured foodstuffs which are now mailable and em¬ 
braced within the classification of fourth-class mail 
matter and not exceeding one hundred and fifty 
pounds avoirdupois in weight shall, subject to existing 
restrictions as to matter of an injurious or perishable 
character, be subject to the following rates of postage 
only, to wit, 3 cents for the first pound or fraction 
thereof and 1 cent for each additional pound or frac¬ 
tion of a pound. 

These rates of postage are to be for delivery 
in any part of the United States, without re¬ 
gard to the zones provided for in the present 
parcel post act. 

Mr. Rouse introduced a bill (H. R. 18376) 
providing for one cent postage on local de¬ 
livery letters. 

Several bills have been introduced providing 
for changes in the pay and classification of 
postal employees, and one (H. R. 18451) for 
a “standard sign or emblem” for post-offices.

COPYRIGHT NOTES 

EXAMINATION PAPERS COPYRIGHTABLE 

The English Author reports an interesting 
copyright case which came up before Justice 
Paterson in London recently over the question 
of copyright in examination papers set by 
London University. The appointment of uni¬ 
versity examiners is conditioned, among other 
things, upon their vesting in the university any 
copyright possessed by them for the university. 
The university, in turn, assigned the copyright 
to certain examination papers set by its ex¬ 
aminers to the plaintiff in the present case, 
the University of London Press, Ltd., and 
the latter published a pamphlet containing 
thirty-six of the papers. In the same month, 
defendant, the University Tutorial Press, Ltd., 
reprinted sixteen of these papers—from the 
papers as issued to candidates, not from plain¬ 
tiff’s pamphlet—along with answers and com¬ 
ments. Plaintiff sued, and, after amending its 
writ to include as co-plaintiffs Prof. Lodge 
and Mr. Jackson, the examiners responsible 
for th" three mathematical papers reprinted 
by the plaintiff, the action came on for trial. 

Defendant made four claims: First, that 
there was no copyright in the examination pa¬ 
pers, since they were not original literary 
works, not even, strictly speaking, “compila¬ 
tions.” The judge denied this claim, holding 
that the papers were “literary works,” since 
“the words ‘literary work* covered works which 
were expressed in printing or writing, irre¬ 
spective of the question whether the quality 
or style was high. 

The second defense was that the questions 
were not “original,” plaintiffs having merely 
drawn from the stock of knowledge common 
to all mathematicians, a proceeding taking no 
time, and that there was, consequently, no in¬ 


fringement. The court overruled these claims 
for obvious reasons. “And, after all,” the 
judge said, “there remained the rough, prac¬ 
tical test that what was worth copying was 
prima facie worth protecting.” 

The third complaint was that if there was 
any copyright it was not vested in the plain¬ 
tiff company, but in the examiners. This was 
upheld, on the grounds that the examiners 
worked independently, under only the most 
general instructions from the university, and 
were not part of the staff of the university, the 
copyright thus belonging to the examiner 
rather than to his “employer.” It was 
urged by plaintiff that copyright was vested in 
the university, since examiners were employed 
with the stipulation that this should be the 
case. The court held, however, that, the copy¬ 
right having originally belonged to the ex¬ 
aminer, it still belonged to him in the absence 
of the written assignment required by the 
copyright act. Hence plaintiffs could only sue 
for infringement of the copyright in the papers 
prepared by Prof. Lodge and Mr. Jackson. 

The final defense was that defendant’s use 
of the papers had been a fair dealing for the 
purposes of private study. Justice Paterson 
denied this claim, on the ground that it could 
not be contended that the mere republication 
of a copyright work was a fair dealing be¬ 
cause it was intended for purposes of private 
study, nor if an author produced a book of 
questions for the use of students could an¬ 
other person with impunity republish the book 
with the answers to the questions. 

He was, therefore, of opinion that the plain¬ 
tiffs’ claim succeeded so far as the papers 
prepared by Prof. Lodge and Mr. Jackson were 
concerned, but that the present action failed 
with regard to the others. With regard to 
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the costs, the plaintiff company were thruout 
entitled in equity to the copyright in the 
papers, and after Prof. Lodge and Mr. Jackson 
were added as plaintiffs the defendants con- 
tinued to resist the plaintiff's claim. In these 
circumstances the proper order was that the 
defendants should pay the plaintiffs' costs of 
the action except so far as increased by the 
claim in respect of the papers other than those 
set by Prof. Lodge and Mr. Jackson, and that 
the plaintiffs should pay the defendants' costs 
so far as increased by such claim.

THE ENGLISH TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
(1916) COPYRIGHT ACT 
London, England, November 27, 1916. 
Editor The Publishers’ Weekly: 

Your article headed “The Berne Convention 
in Time of War,” published in the Publish¬ 
ers' Weekly for November nth, does not do 
justice to the position of this country. . . . 

The position with regard to the Berne Con¬ 
vention is really very simple. It is an inter¬ 
national convention dealing with principles 
which are to be applied by the countries 
which are parties to it. It has never formed 
part of the municipal law of Great Britain. 

The principles agreed on in the Convention 
were embodied in our Copyright Act and were 
thus made applicable to British subjects, and 
the provisions of the Act were further made 
applicable to citizens of the other countries 
signing the Act by order in council. 

The highest legal authorities in this coun¬ 
try advised our Government that the existence 
of a state of war with Germany rendered in¬ 
operative the extension of the provisions of 
our copyright act to German subjects, just 
as any special treaties between Great Britain 
and Germany became inoperative on the out¬ 
break of war, and it followed that German 
books issued after August 4th, 1914, were un¬ 
protected in this country. 

Our Government therefore decided to pass 
this act to give the German authors all the 
protection possible without making it legal 
for British subjects to trade with the King's 
enemies, which is the utmost any reasonable 
person can demand. 

The act is therefore no breach of the Berne 
Convention, but, on the contrary, an act passed 
in war time to protect the interests of our 
enemies in order that this country's laws may 
be in keeping with the spirit of the Berne 
Convention. 

The fact that some twenty states signed the 
Berne Convention does not force two of those 
states, who happen to be at war with each 
other, to continue to apply their municipal 
laws to the citizens of the enemy state, nor 
does it make this cessation of the application 
of the municipal laws a breach of the Conven¬ 
tion as far as other signatories of the Con¬ 
vention are concerned.

OBITUARY NOTES 
John H. May, for some years manager of 
the sales department of Grosset & Dunlap, 
died at his home in New York on December 
21. He had been an invalid for many months, 
never having fully recovered from a surgical 
operation he underwent in the spring of 1915. 
Mr. May, almost the last of the “Old Guard” 
that made the “eighties” famous in the annals of 
the book-trade, was born and brought up in 
Trenton, N. J. When still a young boy at school, 
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Horatio Alger, Jr., who at that time was a 
tutor in the Seligman family, at the instigation 
of his uncle, sent “Johnny” May fifty copies 
of “Ragged Dick,” for which May canvassed 
the town and sold them all. This was May’s in¬ 
troduction to the book business. The follow¬ 
ing year, Alger secured for May a position 
with Macfarland, a New York bookseller, at 
the corner of Twenty-third Street and Broad¬ 
way, the present site of the “Flat Iron” Build¬ 
ing. After remaining with Macfarland for 
several years, May took a position with Porter 
& Coates, for whom he traveled, with the 
exception of three years, up to the time when 
Henry T. Coates & Co. sold out their business 
to John C. Winston Co. It was thru Mr. 
May’s intimate acquaintance with the author 
that the famous Horatio Alger books were 
secured to Porter & Coates. As Mr. May was 
unable to make satisfactory arrangements with

the successors to Henry T. Coates & Co., he 
removed to New York City and took a posi¬ 
tion with Hurst & Co., where he remained 
three years, or until January 1, 1908, when he 
joined the forces of Grosset & Dunlap. Dur¬ 
ing his career of more than forty years as a 
salesman, he made for himself an enviable 
renutation for honesty, integrity and straight¬ 
forwardness, winning many friends in the 
book-trade and among his colleagues on the 
road. 

Hugo Munsterberg, noted professor of psy¬ 
chology at Harvard and author of many books, 
died suddenly on December 16, while lecturing 
before one of his classes. It is a curious 
coincidence that within three months Harvard 
has lost the two most noted members of her 
philosophy staff, the other being Josiah Royce. 


Prof. Miinsterberg’s functions as a psycholo¬ 
gist were rather lost sight of during his war¬ 
time activity as a propagandist, but the public 
will remember that it was his gift for popu¬ 
larizing science, applying it to every-day con¬ 
ditions, that gained for him a large following 
in the course of his twenty-four years’ occu¬ 
pancy of a Harvard chair. He was born in 
Danzig in 1863. In 1882 he was graduated 
from the Danzig gymnasium and for five 
years thereafter he studied at Leipzig and 
Heidelberg. Leipzig made him a Ph.D. and 
Heidelberg a doctor of medicine. In 1887 he 
became an instructor and assistant professor 
at the University of Freiburg. In 1892, at the 
suggestion of Prof. William James, President 
Eliot invited him to come to Harvard as assist¬ 
ant professor of psychology, and he accepted. 
Twelve vears later he decided to return to 
Germany, but was persuaded to stay at Har¬ 
vard by Dr. Royce. Subsequently, he declined 
several invitations to join the faculties of Ger¬ 
man universities, including the University of 
Koenigsburg, to which the German govern¬ 
ment called him in 1905 to fill the chair which 
had been occupied for thirty years by the phi¬ 
losopher Immanuel Kant. In 1910 he did re¬ 
turn to Germany, but it was only for a year 
to act as Harvard exchange professor at the 
University of Berlin and to organize the 
Amerika Institut at the request of the Em¬ 
peror. Prof. Munsterberg was the author of

Psychologist,” 1910; “American Patriotism,” 
1913; “Psychology and Industrial Efficiency,” 
1913; “Vocation and Learning/’ 1912; “Psy¬ 
chology: General and Applied,” 1914; “War 
and America,” 1914; “Business Psychology,” 
1915; “Peace and America,'’ 1915; “Acquire¬ 
ment of Abilities,” 1916; “Photoplay: a Psy¬ 
chological study,” 1916; “Tomorrow,” 1916. 
Contributor to magazines, educational and 
psychological publications, etc. Editor of Har¬ 
vard Psychological Studies since 1903.

Harper & Brothers will publish “Wildfire/’ 
a new novel by Zane Grey, on January 12. 

The “Oxford Dictionary” has moved an¬ 
other step towards completion, and a new 
section, V—Verification, edited by Dr. W. A. 
Craigie — has just appeared. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
John Wiley & Sons, Inc., held at its office, 
432 Fourth Avenue, New York City, on De¬ 
cember 13, 1916, Mr. W. O. Wiley was elected 
treasurer of that corporation, to succeed Mr. 
Charles Wiley, deceased, and Mr. E. P. Ham¬ 
ilton was elected secretary, to succeed Mr. \V. 


O. Wiley, who resigned that office to assume 
the treasurership. 

The New York Booksellers’ School re¬ 
opens at the West Side Y. M. C. A. on Fri¬ 
day, January 5, after a five-week recess during 
the holiday rush season. The Director of the 
course is especially desirous that all who are 
interested in the course and who did not at¬ 
tend the fall term take up the work with the 
beginning of the second term. To this end 
he has arranged with the Y. M. C. A. for a 
special rate of $7.50 for the remaining 12 or 
15 weeks. As in the past, the sessions of the 
school will be held from 8 to 10 on Friday 
evening, the first hour being devoted to the 
study of literature and the second to practical 
problems in bookselling. 


Guido Bruno, publisher of Bruno's Weck'y, 
was arrested on December 16, charged by the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice with pub¬ 
lishing an improper book in “Edna—A Girl 
of the Streets,” written by Alfred Kreymbourg 
and published nearly three years ago. Bruno 
testified that the motive of the book was to 
expose the sordidness of vice and that the re¬ 
pulsive passages were intended to bring out 
the truth in regard to the conditions. He was 
held over for trial in Special Sessions under 
$500 bond. 

The continuing success of Romain Rol- 
land’s “Jean Christophe” is only another evi¬ 
dence of the fact that the only limits to the 
life of a novel are its inherent worth and the 
publisher’s willingness to 
push it. Tho the first of 
this series, “Jean Chris¬ 
tophe,” now going to press 
for a twelfth time, was 
published six years ago, the 
demand for the whole series 
is steadily on the increase, 
and last month four times 
as many were sold as were 
sold in November a year 
ago. “Jean Christophe in 
Paris” is just being printed 
for an eighth time, and 
“Jean Christophe: Jour¬ 
ney’s End” for a seventh 
time. 

Among recent English 
“war” books of interest are 
“Sir Douglas Haig’s Great 
Push,” published by Hut¬ 
chinson & Company, and 
“A Diary of the Great 
War,” issued by John Lane. 
The first appears in eight 
fortnightly parts and is il¬ 
lustrated by about 700 offi¬ 
cial photographs, cinema¬ 
tograph films and other 
authentic pictures, issued 
by exclusive arrangement 
with the War Office. The 
second, “by Samuel Pepys, 
jun.,” consists of running 
comment on the war which 
has been running for 
months in Truth. It is said to be marked by 
all the pleasant satire, quiet humor, and sound 
common sense of the original Pepys. The 
illustrations by Mr. Watson Williams, quaintly 
described on the title page as “Effigies Newly 
Engraven at large upon Copper,” add mate¬ 
rially. 

Publishers and booksellers in the vicinity 
of 36th Street, New York City, may be glad 
to recommend Barbour House, a new venture 
under church auspices at 330 W. 36th Street, 
between 8th and 9th avenues, to the younger 
women (35 is the age limit) in their employ¬ 
ment. The house is new and up to date, artis¬ 
tically, tho simply, furnished and equipped 
with many baths and showers. ^ sun-parlor, 
outdoor sleeping porch and fireplaces are some 
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of the attractions. Room and board are to 
be had as low as $3.50 (not including lunch, 
except on Sundays). Only 115 or 120 can be 
accommodated, and the house is planned for 
girls earning less than $8 weekly. A cafeteria 
run in connection with the house serves lunch¬ 
eons at ten and fifteen cents. This, of course, 
is not restricted to the guests of the house. 
And, withal, the house claims to be self-sup¬ 
porting ! 

“I am so weary—and so poor —from having 
to rebind American made books that I can 
no longer contain my indignation,” a corre¬ 
spondent wrote the Pritning Trade News re¬ 
cently. “What redress has a book buyer 
when new books for which he has paid first 
class prices are such a wreck from cheap put¬ 
ting 1 together, for it can scarcely be said that 
these books are bound—he is obliged to resort 
to rebinding within a year or so. Let me illus¬ 
trate: The first of C-’s books I bought 

were published by an English house and bound 
in good red covers. The later books of the 
same author were published by an American 
firm at the same price ($1.35) and were pre¬ 
sented in similar red covers. The later pur¬ 
chases are now in a state of wreck from loose 
backs and wretched putting together. I have 
no alternative but to have them rebound. Yet 
the two earlier purchases—published by the 
English publisher—with fully twice the usage 
—are as good as the day I bought them. This 
is but one of many examples on my limited 
shelves. What can I do about it? A grocer 
can be jailed for selling short measure; repu¬ 
table merchants will take back defective goods. 
What steps can be taken with the publisher? 
After this, I must needs favor books produced 
in England and save money and annoyance.”
